In keeping with the theme of this year's yearbook, this is a bird's eye view of a fourth year university student during the Stu- 
dent Movement in China throughout the months of May and June 1989. His name is Shao Qian, an electrical engineering stu- 
dent at Harbin Shipbuilding Engineering Institute. 

I first met Shao when I was invited to give a lecture to the English club in the Institute. After the lecture he struck up an 
acquaintanceship with me, in a kind of unsaid tradeoff, I would help him with his English, he would help me in discovering 
Harbin. It was from his motivation to learn English that I persuaded him to write an article for The Thunderbolt. Then came the 
Student Movement. 

Shao had a dilemma, he was a member of the Communist Party yet he sided with the objectives of the students. For awhile 
he did not take part in the demonstrations. I encouraged him to practise his English by writing his observations of the demon- 
strations, which he did, He wrote some particularly vivid stuff about the early 
demonstrations when the Technical Institute students came to Shipbuilders 
to persuade the latter to join in a march. The Shipbuilders’ students had been 
locked in their dormitories so that they could not participate. The Technical 
students smashed the doors to let out the Shipbuilders and some female stu- 
dents had beer bottles thrown at them when they objected to marching. I 
thought his writing would be good copy for The Thunderbolt, but by this time 
he recognized what he was writing could get him into trouble if made public, 
even in Canada. 

His dilemma over joining the student demonstration was resolved when, as 
the demonstrations increased in size and public opinion seemed to be switch- 
ing to the students, certain Party leaders began to give some assent to the 
demonstrations. Shao did not show up for our usual Thursday meeting and I 
discovered that he had gone to Beijing with about a Thousand volunteers 
from our institute to deliver to the student demonstrators both spiritual sup- 
port and money donated by the citizens of Harbin. As he later told me, "Iama 
Party member but I am also a student." 

When he was in Beijing martial law was declared. His accounts described 
how on the Sunday morning he and his friends linked their arms together 
awaiting the soldiers, how they decided to die together without any resis- 
tance. Fortunately for Shao the soldiers who were to impose the martial law 
were from the Beijing garrison and refused to fire upon the students. He told 
of talking and drinking with the soldiers during that following week and of 
how the Beijing people supported the students with free food and drink. I 
asked him again to let me send his descriptions to the Thunderbolt, but again 
he refused. 

After a week Shao returned to Harbin. He was in his final year and had his 
thesis to finish. His visit to Beijing had also made him pessimistic about the 
students’ chances of winning anything tangible. A week later the Tiananmen 
massacre occurred. Shao was in shock; he could not get over the fact that the 
People's Army was for the people. 
He described with horror how two 
girls had pleaded for their lives, 
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Last year, when I applied to go as an 
exchange student to Canada, | didn't know 
too much about the country or about 
Edmonton. Somebody told me about West 
Ed, but I didn't think that it would be that 
big! I heard about the Alberta winter, but I 
didn't know it could be so cold!! And, I had 
never had fries with gravy. 

I don't think that I ever felt more lost than 
the first day I went in to Shep. I still 
remember how I, with my map upside- 
down, tried to find my first social class ... or 
the day I got my locker and was almost 
going crazy, because I just couldn't find it. I 
was sure that somebody had moved it! 

There were, and still are, a lot of new 
things to try. At least now, after five months 
here in Edmonton, I feel much more Cana- 
dian than I did in August when I arrived!

Anticlimacti- 
cally almost, he worked steadily 
at his paper, presented it, had it 
accepted and left before the end of 
the semester for his work unit in 
Wohan. I had some letters from 
his telling that he had been sent to 
a research station up the Yangtze 
where he had buried himself in 
work. The only thing that seemed 
to bother him were the chances of 
coming across poisonous snakes 
at night. He was still interested in 
learning English and wanted to 
keep up correspondence with me. 
Unfortunately, I had the job of 
telling him that the Chinese gov- 
ernment had restricted TOEFL 
(Test of English as a Foreign Lan- 

uage) to selecting candidates and 
that no one born since 1958 could 
leave China.
